people up there,” said Balraj Man- 
has, president of the United Cab¬ 
bies Association of Edmonton, 
noting Friday and Saturday nights

Drivers know there are thou¬ 
sands looking for a ride home 
once the bars close. 

“1 don’t know if anyone will tar¬ 
get elsewhere,” he said. 


But the project, aiming to drop 
patrons along the way to the 
Southgate Transit Centre from 
Whyte between 1:30 and 3:30 
a.m., has been postponed. 

Coun. Don Iveson requested the 


delay and further public consul¬ 
tation, and expects an announce¬ 
ment from the city today.

Father charged after 
infant suffers slashes 

O First court appearance for 32-year-old scheduled for this morning in 
Calgary O Injured child in stable condition, expected to make full recovery

Police have laid an at¬ 
tempted murder charge 
against a Calgary father 
after his 11-month-old 
was found with “signifi¬ 
cant” slash wounds to his 
neck and abdomen Satur¬ 
day. 

The incident occurred 
shortly after 4 a.m. in 


southeast Calgary. 

Staff Sgt. Kelly Camp¬ 
bell said the multiple 
wounds were inflicted 
with a kitchen knife in 
the infant’s home. 

She said quick-thinking 
officers were able to dis¬ 
arm a man found in the 
home, and the child was 
rushed to hospital with 
potentially life-threaten¬ 
ing injuries. 

“It looked like the male 


was agitated, in a state of 
disarray,” Campbell said. 

Word of charges 
against the infant’s father 
yesterday sent further 
shockwaves to other 
neighbourhood parents. 

“Fm appalled, disgust¬ 
ed, speechless,” said Dean¬ 
na Christensen, who has a 
one-year-old baby of her 
own. “1 can’t believe this 
happened in our commu¬ 
nity.” 


Elodie Nana lives across 
the street and met the 
couple living in the home 
briefly before their baby 
was born. 

“Why would somebody 
harm an innocent baby?” 
she said. “1 don’t under¬ 
stand.” 

The child is expected to 
make a full recovery. To 
protect him, the identity 
of the accused is not being 
released.

Louis and Gail Sledz’s ice 
cream business at Ma-Me-0 
Beach on Alberta’s Pigeon 
Lake is at risk of going un¬ 
der and the couple know 
who, or rather what, to 
blame. 

It’s the toxic blue-green 
algae blooms. 

The algae, which is toxic 
when blooming — t 5 Apically 
in late July or August when 
the water warms up — has 
prompted health authori¬ 
ties to issue warnings 
against swimming at the 
lake, south of Edmonton. 

Similar warnings have 
been given in three of the 
past four years. The latest 
one, which came earlier 
this month, means sales at 
the Sledz’s ice cream busi¬ 
ness are melting away. 

“Certainly business is 
down. 1 would guess 50 per 


cent,” said Gail Sledz. 

“We’re considering mak¬ 
ing this the last year.” 

The Saskatchewan gov¬ 
ernment last week issued a 
similar warning against 
swimming or drinking wa¬ 
ter where the blooms are 
present. 

Swimming in algae-cont- 
aminated water can cause 
red skin, sore throat, 
cramps or diarrhea. The al¬ 
gae also consume oxygen in 
the water which fish need 
to survive. 

David Schindler, a lead¬ 
ing freshwater scientist at 
the University of Alberta, 
says provinces that lack 
suitable controls on lake- 
front development will con¬ 
tinue to suffer from 
blue-green algae outbreaks, 
even if they employ costly 
algae-control methods. 


Schindler said a study is 
being done in Alberta on us¬ 
ing iron as an additive to 
control the algae, but he 
said it would be only useful 
if it’s used in conjunction 
with better land-use prac¬ 


tices. 

“It isn't a silver bullet 
that’s going to make up for 
a lifetime of bad manage¬ 
ment,” the scientist said in 
an interview on Saturday.

Body of skydiver found in N.B. field 


The federal Conservative 
party has sent a threatening 
email to the widow of an as¬ 
bestos victim in the latest 
chapter of Canada’s debate 
over the hazardous miner¬ 
al. 

A top Toiy official is 
warning the woman to stop 
using the party logo in an 
online ad campaign against 
the controversial industry 
— a campaign she started 
after her husband died of 
an asbestos-related cancer. 

Michaela Keyserlingk, 
whose husband Robert died 
in 2009 of mesothelioma, 
has been running an online 
banner since the spring 
that reads, “Canada is the 
only western country that 
still exports deadly as¬ 
bestos!” 

Conservative party exec¬ 


utive director Dan Hilton 
warned Keyserlingk to stop 
using the Tory s 3 mibol im¬ 
mediately “Failure to do so 
may result in further ac¬ 
tion,” Hilton wrote in a July 
29 email which carried the 
subject title. Unauthorized 
use of trademark. The 
email, which The Canadian 
Press obtained from Keyser¬ 
lingk, went on to advise 
her: “Please govern yourself 
accordingly” 

The exchange comes as 
Canada faces intensifying 
international criticism over 
its asbestos exports and the 
Quebec government mulls 
whether to help revive one 
of the country’s last-re¬ 
maining mines — a deci¬ 
sion that could come as 
early as today

Growing strong 

LRT and bus service are set to expand in 
Edmonton, but that’s not all that’s on the 
horizon for commuters in Alberta’s capital 
city. 

While the big news is an LRT line from 
downtown to NAIT — scheduled to open 
in 2014 — as well as plans to run lines 
southeast and west, there will be buses 
throughout the day in newer, busy subdi¬ 
visions come the fall instead of just during 
peak hours, said Ken Koropeski, director 
of transportation services with Edmonton 
Transit. 

Addressing capacity is a concern, and 
could be dealt with by potentially putting 
a new bus loop in, said Koropeski. 

“It would run around the city, connect¬ 
ing many of the transit centres or malls,” 
he said. 

Moving from three-car trains to four-car 
trains during peak hours is expected to in¬ 
crease LRT capacity by 12 per cent. Some 
trains were outfitted back in March, while 
all will be updated come September, said 
Koropeski, adding five-car trains are likely 
in the future. 

Koropeski said the city is also reconsid¬ 
ering a pilot project voted down last year, 
which would expand service from the 
Centuiy Park LRT station to the Edmonton 
International Airport. 

“We’ve been asked to look at bus serv¬ 
ice out to the airport more times a day, as 
opposed to when the C-Line operates right 
now,” said Koropeski. The C-Line, operated 
by the City of Leduc and contracted out to 
Edmonton Transit, offers bus service dur¬ 
ing peak hours. 

Koropeski said Smart Card technology 
to replace bus tickets and passes is also be¬ 
ing looked at and will likely be discussed 
at city hall in the fall. • heather mcintyre

o street gangs copy actions, style of 
American rappers, on-screen gangsters 


The Burger Bar Boys. The 
Cash or Slash Money Crew. 
The Bang Bang Gang. These 
names might sound 
straight out of a dime-store 
novel, but they’re real-life 
Birmingham gangs — un¬ 
derground armies that 
spearheaded England’s 
worst riots in a generation. 

As Britain comes to grips 
with last week’s riots, 
Prime Minister David 
Cameron has identified the 
growth of violent gangs as a 
key factor and is recruiting 
high-profile American anti¬ 
gang experts to help bring 
them to heel. 

While senior British po¬ 
lice officers openly resent 
that move, analysts of gang 
culture say it seems logical 
to seek American assis¬ 
tance, because today’s 
British gangs consciously 
ape American gang ambi¬ 
tions and style, firom the 
filing to the lingo. 

They talk in a street pat¬ 


ois shaped by U.S. rap lyrics, 
use noms de guerre lifted 
straight from American 
gangster films and crime 
dramas, and choose such 
icons as Don Corleone, A1 
Pacino’s Scarface or Balti¬ 
more ganglord Stringer Bell 
of The Wire TV series as 
their avatars on social-net¬ 
working sites. 

British law enforcement 
authorities admit that, until 
only a few years ago, they 
sought to minimize the 
scale and potential of their 
homegrown gangs. They 
promoted their preferred 
label of “delinquent youth 
groups” and billed full- 
blooded street gangs as an 
American phenomenon. 

In the wake of the Au¬ 
gust riots — when gangs 
used text-messaging and so¬ 
cial media to deploy break- 
in artists to breach 
steel-shuttered shops — 
politicians now use the “G” 
word pointedly.

Hundreds march for equality, gay rights in Nepal 


Gay, lesbian and transgen¬ 
der people marched with 
supporters in a southern 
Nepal town yesterday to de¬ 
mand equal rights under a 
new constitution the coun¬ 
try is in the process of writ¬ 
ing. 

The estimated 500 
demonstrators danced, 
chanted slogans and 
marched around Narayang- 
hat, a town about 160 kilo¬ 
metre south of the capital 
of Kathmandu yesterday, 
which is also Nepal’s tradi¬ 


tional festival of Gaijatra 
honouring the dead. Gay- 
rights activists and parlia¬ 
ment member Sunil Pant 
said their main aim was to 
spread their campaign out¬ 
side the capital city. 

The gay community has 
been holding demonstra¬ 
tions on the festival day in 
the capital, but it was the 
first time that activists have 
organized a rally outside 
the capital. 

The country is also in the 
process of writing a new

constitution, which could 
include provisions to guar¬ 
antee rights for the sexual 
minorities. 

Pant said the major polit¬ 
ical parties have agreed to 
include the rights of the 
sexual minorities in the 
new constitution. 

However, the new consti¬ 
tution has been delayed sev¬ 
eral times following 
differences among the 
country’s political parties 
on various other issues.

Norway attacker simulates 
shots on reconstruction trip 


The chilling images of An¬ 
ders Behring Breivik simu¬ 
lating shots into the water 
at the island where he 
killed 69 people at a youth 
camp were broadcast 
around the world yester¬ 
day after police brought 
him back there. 

Restrained by a harness, 
the Norwegian recon¬ 
structed his actions for po¬ 
lice in a secret daylong trip 
back to the crime scene at 
Utoya island near Oslo. 

Police said they took 
Breivik back to Utoya for a 
Saturday hearing about 
the attacks on July 22, 
when Breivik shot the vic¬ 
tims at the lake island af¬ 
ter killing another eight 
people in the capital with 
a bomb. 

Breivik’s lawyer has said 
he has confessed to the ter¬ 
ror attacks, but denies 
criminal guilt because he 
believes the massacre was 
necessary to save Norway 



and Europe from Muslims 
and punish politicians who 
have embraced multicul- 
turalism. 

The 32-year-old Breivik 
described the shootings in 
close detail during an 
eight-hour tour on the is¬ 
land with up to a dozen po¬ 
lice, prosecutor 

Paal-Fredrik Hjort Kraby 
told a news conference in 
Oslo. 


Calls to police 


► A prosecutor also 
confirmed Norwegian 
media reports that police 
received several phone 
calls during the attack 
that were probably from 
Anders Behring Breivik 
himself, but wouldn't say 
how police had reacted to 
the calls. 

^ According to Norwegian 
daily Aftenposten, Breivik 
offered to surrender sever¬ 
al times and asked police 
to call him back, but they 
didn't. 

The hearing took place 
amid a massive security op¬ 
eration that aimed to avoid 
escape attempts by Breivik 
and protect him against po¬ 
tential avengers. Breivik 
walked roughly the same 
route as the one he took 
during the shooting spree.

O Lawyers cite ‘painstaking forensic analysis’ they 
say proves claimant’s contract with founder is fake 


Attorneys for Facebook 
and its founder, Mark 
Zuckerberg, say they have 
found “smoking gun” evi¬ 
dence on a New York 
man’s computer proving 
he made up his claim that 
a contract he signed with 
Zuckerberg in 2003 gives 
him part ownership of the 
social network. 

Facebook attorney Orin 
Snyder said Paul Ceglia 
has not complied with a 
judge’s order to hand over 
certain electronic docu¬ 
ments and that he has im¬ 
properly classified others 
as confidential. 

“He does not want the 
public to know what was 
discovered on his comput¬ 
ers because it includes 
smoking-gun documents 
that conclusively establish 
that he fabricated the pur¬ 
ported contract and that 
this entire lawsuit is a 
fraud and a lie,” Snyder 
wrote. 

Ceglia, of Wellsville, 
N.Y., says he and Zucker¬ 
berg met and signed a 
two-page agreement in

the lobby of a Boston ho¬ 
tel on April 28, 2003. 
Zuckerberg, then a Har¬ 
vard student, had re¬ 
sponded to a help-wanted 
ad on the Craigslist web¬ 
site for work on a street¬ 
mapping database called 
StreetFax that Ceglia was 
creating. 

According to the law¬ 
suit, the contract shows 
that Ceglia paid Zucker¬ 
berg $1,000 to work on 
the project and gave him 
another $1,000 after 
Zuckerberg told him 
about his idea to create a 
kind of online yearbook.

Tom Holland’s original, 
sublimely campy 1985 
vampire thriller Fright 
Night is one of the most 
beloved horror films of 
its decade and the con¬ 
cept of a remake was met 
with sneers from its most 
ardent admirers. 

How could anyone 
possibly duplicate the 
smooth, suave, seductive 
charm of actor Chris 
Sarandon as murderous 
suburban vampire Jerry 
Dandridge? According to 
Colin Farrell, who inherit¬ 
ed the role in Disney’s 
splashy new 3D remount, 
you can’t. 

“Chris was just charis¬ 
matic, elegant, beautiful 
and dignified,” Farell told 
Metro last weekend in 
Toronto. 

“My guy has more of an 
emotional disconnect. In 
essence there was a lot in 
the first film that I wish I 
could have played, but 
this is a different guy, he’s 
more predatory. If you 
were around my Jerry, it 
would be perfectly 
normal but there’s just 
something.. .not right.”

(Christopher Mintz- 
Plasse) and his wild 
tales of the undead 
roaming their bedroom 
community. 

After a few close fang 
shaves, Brewster seeks fa¬ 
mous Vegas magician/ 
supernatural authority 
Peter Vincent (David Ten¬ 
nant) to help him put the 
stake to Dandridge once 
and for all. 


The film uses the 
original picture’s tem¬ 
plate as a springboard to 
forge a gory, funny romp 
with its own beat, though 
it often takes the time to 
wink at fans of the first 
film, including referenc¬ 
ing vampire Dandridge’s 
fondness for fruit. 

“I had to get that in,” 
says Farrell of echoing the 
original’s sequences of 


Dandridge eating apples 
between killings. “It 
was just one of 
those things, a nod to the 
original. I rolled the apple 
off table and kind of threw 
it to myself. As Chris 
Sarandon said to me, (Dan¬ 
dridge) is a fiaiit bat. But 
my version also drinks 
beer...”

The Help drawing mixed reactions 



In the United States, 
where a harrowing histo¬ 
ry of slavery and segrega¬

The 
group also took issue with 
Stockett’s use of a black 
dialect, her portrayal of 


most of the story’s black 
men as cruel or absent, 
and the scant attention 
paid to the sexual harass¬ 
ment many black women 
endured in their employ¬ 
ers’ homes. 

But other African- 


Americans take issue with 
that harsh assessment. 

Tim Gordon, a black 
film critic behind the 
FilmGordon blog, raved 
about the film on his D.C. 
radio show earlier this 
week.“My mother really 
was ‘the help’ when I was 
growing up; she worked 
for a white family,” Gor¬ 
don said. “I thought they 
did an amazing job with 
this film.” 

Regardless of the con¬ 
troversy, the movie de¬ 
buted at No. 2 in the box 
office with $25.5 million 
due to glowing reviews 
and word-of-mouth buzz.

/ can feel the anger welling up 
in my body, and it feels like 
rm drowning after yet anoth¬ 
er screaming match with my 
parents. I run to my room, 
slamming the door behind 
me. My mind races. I want to 
relax but the only way to do 
that is to see my own blood. 
Without thinking, I grab an 
Exacto knife from my desk 
and press it to my arm. Feel¬ 
ing a sharp object slice 
through my skin stops my 
pain and tears, and gives me 
an overwhelming sense of 
control. 

The first time I self in¬ 
jured, at age 13, I had no 
idea that this was the be¬ 
ginning of something that 
would become a part of my 
life for the next 13 years. I 
didn’t know how to deal 
with my emotions, and 
self injury seemed to give 
me an escape. 

In 2005, after eight 
years in therapy, I stum¬ 
bled across YouTube. 

I saw videos of people 
talking about their lives, 
and decided to make one 
talking about my history 
with self injury, calling 
myself “xsullengirlx,” not 
knowing what to expect. 

The response was over¬ 
whelming: people from all 
over the world contacted 
me, saying they’d felt 
alone in their thoughts 
and self injuring acts, but 
hearing my story made 
them realize others were 
going through the same

things. I continued making 
videos detailing ways to 
cope, knowing many of my 
viewers were teenagers. 
Speaking out on YouTube 
was therapeutic. 

And I could make a dif¬ 
ference. 

On the flip side, others 
have posted videos glorify¬ 
ing self injuiy. 

A study in this month’s 
Pediatrics journal worried 
parents by making head¬ 
lines: “Many youth who 
self-injure may go online 
to find support,” said the 
professor behind the Uni¬ 
versity of Guelph study, 
“but at the same time they 
may see videos that could 
be harmful if self-injury is 
depicted as t 3 q)ical behav¬ 
iour or if viewing these

videos triggers the behav¬ 
iour.” 

These clips show fresh 
cuts and wounds, usually 
set to angiy music and edit¬ 
ed together to look like 
sexy music videos, enticing 
teens. 

They’re alluring, for 
sure. 

Who wouldn’t want to 
look like an emo starlet out 
of Twilight, bloody but 
cool? 

The trick, if you’re a par¬ 
ent with a troubled kid, is 
to help them distinguish 
between those videos and 
the helpful ones. And talk. 

For many teens, mental 
health topics are a taboo 
subject, especially self in¬ 
jury. 

I hope my work edu¬ 
cates and provides friend¬ 
ship to those who struggle. 

For me, every day is a 
work in progress, but re¬ 
covery is a word I am not 
scared of an 5 miore. 

By talking, I am coping 
in a healthy way. If I can do 
it, anyone can. 


Advice for parents 


Christie Stewart is not a 
professional counsellor, 
but she cut herself for 
13 years. 

1 Usually self injurers will 
start withdrawing from 
their normal activities 
and become more 
private, growing more 
silent or spending a lot 
more time in their 
rooms, in addition to 
the more common signs 
of wearing layers or 
long sleeves, even in the 
summer. Don't ignore 
the signs. 

2 Approach your kids in a 
non-confrontational 
way. Tell them you're 
concerned they may be 
hurting themselves, and 
let them know you're 
there to talk and to help, 
and will not judge them.

For many Canadians, the 
biggest environmental 
shock in recent decades 
came with the collapse of 
the Atlantic fishery. And 
while seafood remains 
plentiful across the coun¬ 
try, a lot of consumers still 
worry they’re contributing 
to making a bad situation 
worse. A recent World 
Wildlife Fund-Canada 
study found that 91 per 
cent of Canadians feel it is 
important that their fish, 
shrimp and lobster come 
from sustainable, non- 
overfished stocks. By con¬ 
trast, only eight per cent 
felt they had adequate in¬ 
formation about where 
their seafood comes from. 

“It’s gratifying that the 
message is out there,” says 


Robert Rangeley, VP At¬ 
lantic for WWF-Canada. 

“Canadians are con¬ 
cerned.” 

The good news? Sus¬ 
tainable seafood exists — 
and availability is on the 
rise. 

“The most basic thing is 
that we’re not overfishing 
the stock,” Rangeley ex¬ 
plains. “If you buy cod, 
haddock or lobster, sus¬ 
tainability means the pop¬ 
ulation of that species can 
continue to be harvested 
in the method being used 
in perpetuity.” 

Consumers can identify 
these products with a logo 
from the Marine Steward¬ 
ship Council, a stylized 
blue logo incorporating a 
checkmark and a fish. 

“Part of the problem 
we’re facing right now is 
availability,” he adds. “If 
you see the MSC logo — 


that’s the blue checkmark 
— that’s pretty clear. Un¬ 
fortunately, not all pack¬ 
agers put the checkmark 
on. We’re trying to solve 
this problem to ensure 
that ever 5 dhing that a con¬ 
sumer buys is verified.” 

MSC and WWF are 
about to get some high- 
powered Canadian retail 
help. 


“Loblaw has made a 
public commitment to on¬ 
ly source sustainable 
seafood by 2013. That will 
remove a lot of the guess¬ 
work for consumers.” 

Sustainable seafood 
doesn’t come from any 
one country. Canadian 
fisheries are recovering, 
but Blue-checkmark pack¬ 
ages can originate from 


many diverse and different 
nations. 

“We still have a long 
way to go in terms of the 
health of our oceans — not 
just in Canada, but around 
the world,” Rangeley 
notes. “Part of the goal 
here is to reward best prac¬ 
tices. We want to improve 
the ways our fisheries are 
managed, and reward best 


practices through the mar¬ 
ketplace.” 

Slow and steady 
progress, in other words — 
with consumers playing a 
crucial role in ensuring the 
sustainability of a vital re¬ 
source. 

“It’s like turning a great 
big ugly ship that’s going 
the wrong way towards a 
rocky reef,” Rangeley con¬ 
cludes. “Our goal at WWF 
is to work around the 
world with leading retail¬ 
ers and processors, and 
turn this thing around.”

Some school kids are not all right 

O Canadian universities watch for signs of distress as more students under pressure seek out counselling 



Universities across the 
country will be keeping a 
watchfol eye on their 
flocks, looking for signs of 
distress as the fall semester 
kicks off 

Many are training resi¬ 
dence dons and even pro¬ 
fessors to spot struggling 
students, part of a broader 
effort that has seen univer¬ 
sities roll out suicide aware¬ 
ness campaigns, wellness 
classes and stress-manage¬ 
ment workshops in recent 
years. 

The push comes as cam¬ 


pus clinics scramble to as¬ 
sist a growing number of 
students seeking help as 
they wrestle with depres¬ 
sion, post-traumatic stress, 
eating disorders and other 
conditions. 

And even with a list of 
seminars, clubs and cen¬ 
tres to choose from, stu¬ 
dents say it can be hard to 
know where to turn for 
help. 

Demand for mental 
health services “has grown 
exponentially” over the 
past decade, said Dr. Robert 


Franck, who heads the 
mental health clinic at 
McGill University in Mon¬ 
treal. 

Last year, the clinic — 
one of the few in the coun- 
tiy with several psychia¬ 
trists on staff — saw some 
1,500 new students on top 
of those who return year- 
to-year, totalling more than 
18,000 visits, he said. 


“We tiy to give appoint¬ 
ments within two weeks, 
because two weeks in the 
life of a student... it’s veiy 
important when they’re 
struggling and in trouble,” 
he said. 

At the same time, “the 
focus for universities is not 
just facilities for treatment, 
but looking at preventive 
measures,” particularly for 


first-year students, he said. 

“What we really need to 
do is to address issues be¬ 
fore the student gets into 
trouble.” 

It’s unclear why univer¬ 
sities are seeing more stu¬ 
dents with mental illness, 
but experts say it’s partly 
due to new treatments that 
help those with existing 
conditions stay in school - 


Help for all 


► Universities shouldn't focus 
their efforts on undergradu¬ 
ates alone, said a graduate 
student at UBC who strug¬ 
gled with post-traumatic 
stress disorder last year. 

► “There's this idea that 
you're older, you have more 
life experience,” and are 
better able to cope, said the 
34-year-old, who asked that 
she remain unidentified 

► But graduate students of¬ 
ten have families and jobs 
to deal with, along with 
greater financial stress, 
she said.

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Djokovic’s reign continues 


O Top seed battles his way to victory 
at Rogers Cup O ‘This year by far has 
been the best in my career’: Djokovic 


The wins keep piling up for 
Novak Djokovic, who now 
has a second men’s Rogers 
Cup title in his collection. 

The world’s top-ranked 
player posted a hard-fought 
6-2, 3-6, 6-4 victory over 
sixth-seeded American 
Mardy Fish yesterday, a 
popular outcome before a 
mostly pro-Djokovic full 
house on centre court at 
Uniprix Stadium in Montre¬ 
al. 

It was Djokovic’s ninth 
tournament victory of the 
year and a record fifth win 
in one season in an ATP 
Masters 1,000 event. The 
Wimbledon champion 
from Serbia improved his 
record this year to 53-1, in¬ 
cluding a perfect 29-0 on 
hard courts. 

“1 am human — 1 can 
definitely assure you of 
that,” the 24-year-old said 
with a broad smile. “1 guess 
it’s just all about having a 
positive attitude on the 
court every day, waking up 
every day wanting to im¬ 
prove, wanting to win, be¬ 
ing determined, being 
professional. 

“It’s that desire and mo¬ 
tivation that keeps me go¬ 
ing. Every match 1 play, 1 try 
to win, regardless which 
match is it or whoever is 
across the net.” 

On this day, he had an 
opponent nearly as hot as 
he was in Fish, who was in 
his third tournament final 
in a row.

en career meetings with 
Djokovic, but he gave the 
top seed a battle with his 
awkward mix of baseline 
and attacking play. 

It was 2-2 in the third set 
before Fish lost a weak 
service game that gave 
away the match. But the 29- 
year-old never quit, battling 
back from 0-40 in the final 
game and forcing Djokovic 
to complete the win on his 
fourth match point. 

“1 put myself in a lot of 
positions to have chances,” 
said Fish. “1 just didn’t exe¬ 
cute on the big points. 

“There’s a reason why 
(Djokovic) has won so 
many matches this year. 
He’s got to be leading the 
tour in break points saved. 
I’m sure, among other 
things.” 

Djokovic, who won his 
first Rogers Cup title in 
2007, picked up $450,000 
US for the win. Fish earned 
$224,000 for his effort to 
become the second player 
this year to beat Djokovic 
after Roger Federer did it at 
the French Open.
